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9628S nothing can be fairer than a Re- 
view of paft Tranfactions, by 
which we have an Opportunity of 
ae comparing them with the prefent, 
W I fhall, for this Day’s Entertain- 
as ment, give my Reader an Extract 
froma (a) Book I have already re- 
commended, By it he will be enabled to judge of the 
Maxims, upon which our. good Allies have formerly 
made Peace and War, and whethera War with France, 
back’d by fuch Allies, can ever be profitable for Bri- 
tain, if it can, by honourable Means, be avoided. 


URSUANT to the Preliminary Articles, or 
' Propefitions, which had been communicated to the 
Confederates, conformable to the Grand Alliance, a 
Treaty was open’d at Utrecht, by their unanimous Con- 
feat and Approbation, in January 1712: And notwith- 
flanding the great Obftructions given toit, was happily 
concluded March 31,1713; all Care having been taken 
to prevent the Union of the Crowns of France and Spain, 
that the Nature of the Cafe would admit of; fince there 
was but ove Prince of the Male Line of the Houfe of 
Aifivia, now remaining, and that the Powers above- 
mentioned, had determin’d, that the Spanjb Crown 
fhould never be united tothe Jmperial ; fpeedy Meafures 
were therefore taken for paffing the Acts of Renuncia- 
tion, which would not have fo eafily been obtained, if 
King Philip had been in aétua! Poffeffion of the Dignity 
of Dauphia of France ; aud the great Mortality among 
the Princes of that Houg, gave. juft Reafon to appre- 
hend that fuch a Thing might happen. 

Whilft thisTreaty was depending, a Ceffation of Arms 
was proclaim’d for two Mouths, as had been ufually prac- 
tifed in like Gafes, left any Event of War might inter- 
rupt the Courfe of the Negociation ; but that even thofe 
two Months might not be fruitlefs, the Queen infifted, 
and ic was granted, that Dunkirk fhould be immediately 
delivered into her Hands, the Demolition whereof be- 
ing of great Importance to England. She had tormerly 
propos'd it might be made an Arttele of the Barrier-Treaty, 
but the Dutch rejected it, Her Majefty had all the Rea- 
fon in the World to fecure this Point of ‘Dunkirk by a 
Treaty, fince it was not to be uetain’d by Action ; for 
in the Compafi of Fifteen Campaigns in the two laft 
Wars, the States could never be prevailed with ro affit 
in any Way towards the Siege of that ‘Town, alledging, 
it would be the Work of two Years. 

Certainly it was as lawful for the Queen to declare, 
without Confent of the Dutch, that her Troops should 
not engage, asit was for the Dutch to make the like 
Declaration without Confent of the Queen; and that 
the Dutch did make fuch Declarations, is fill freth in 
tvery Body’s Memory ; for when the Duke of AMarlbo- 
rough, with the Concurrence of all the Generals, would 
have forced the French Lines, Auguft 1703, the Depu- 
ties of the States refus’d to let their Troops march, al- 
ledging, That if the French fhould get the Victory, 
the United Provinces would remain exposed to their In. 
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(4) The Ufe and Abufe of Parliaments. 
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curfions: That the Deputies of the States aéted in the 


“fame peremptory Manner on another Occafion, appears 


from a Letrer of the Duke of Afariborough's, of Auguft 
19, 1705, wherein his Grace complains, in very moving 
Terms, “ That atthe Moment when he was going upon 
theAttack,when he had already flatrer’d himfelt hefhould 
foon have congratulated their High Mightineffes on a 
glorious Victory, he found his Hands tied up by their 
Deputies.” His Grace adds, ** The Opportunity was 
too fair to be flipp’d ; and thar his Heart was fo full, 
that he could not forbear complaining, he had not the 
fame Authority in the Army that he had the preceding 
Year.” Shall not the Crown of Great Britain have the 
fame Authority-over her own Troops, that the States of 
Holland have over theirs? Or, fhall it be more criminal 
for a General in Flanders, not to follow the Confederates 
wherever they fhould think fit to lead him, when, by 
the pofitive Command of his Sovereign, he was forbid 
to enter upon Adtion, than it was for a General in Spain, 
(atrerwards Earl Stanhope) to feparate the Britib Army 
from that of the Confederates, at his’ own Diicreiion, 
without Order? Which fatal Separation was foon fol- 
low’d by the Lofs of himfelf and his Troops: And yet 
it would be hard Treatment to charge fo great a Mis- 
fortune upon that honourable Gentleman, whem all 
Partics own'd to have then ated with a true Zcal for 
the Good of his Country. 

The Peace of Utrecht may be faid to have beén as ge- 
neral as any that was ever made ; for all Parties in the 
War fign’d their Peace with France on the fame Day, 
excepting the Emperor and rhe Empire. 


Here it is to be obferv’d, That the Emperors of Ger- 
many have rot made Peace at Rytwick, Nimeguen, or 
any other Congrcfs, at the fame Time with the ref? of their 
Allies, \eft the Princes and States of the Empire, who, 
as Sovercigns, have a Right to affift at fuch Confirences, 
fhould, by that Means, have an Opportunity to jultity 
their particular Claims : It has therefore been an cfta- 
tlith’d Maxim of the Imperial Family, to put off the 
Signing of their Treaties of Peace for fome ‘Time, that 
the Members of the Empire may be under the Neceflity 
of fubmitting their Pretenfions to the Imperia) Dyer, 
where the Emperor has more immediate Influence and 
Authority. 

However, for Argument Sake, let it be confidered 
how far England had been blameable if fhe had made 
a feparate Peace. England came into the Confederacy 
rich, the Allies poor; England in the War was become 
poor, the Allies rich ; the Allies, tho’ neareft to the 
Danger, contributed leaft to the War; England, the 
moft remote from Danger, bore the greatcft Share of 
‘Expence: Whatever fhould be gained by the War in 
Europe, was, by«xprefs Agreement, to accrue to the 
Allies: England once intimated a Defire to be poffess’d 
of Offend; the Lords the States refufed ic with Indigna- 
tion. The Trade of Holland was cxempt from any ad 
ditional Duties, fome Branch of the Trade of England 
was every Year deprefs'd by new Impofitions. The 
Trade of Holland was extended by the Acquifitions in 


' Flanders, the Trade of England to that Country lay 





under particular Difcouragements, Would not the 
Queen have receiv’d the Applaufes of the univertal 
World, if, in thefe Circumftances, fhe had told the 
Allies they firft broke the Contraét, by not pertorming 
their Part inthe War, and fhe was therefore no longer 
under any Engagements ? Such a Conduct would have 
been juftify’d by all Laws, facred and civil, and of all 
Nations on the Earth The Dutch would have had 
the leaft Pretence to complain, fince it remains upon Re- 
cord, That (4)the Dutch Mivifters told thole of France, 
in 1648, they would make a feparate Peace, alledging 
this only Reafon, That it was for the licerctt of their 
State, which they faid was to be prefers'd to the Al- 
liances. They made the like Anfwer to the Minifters 
of Brandenburg in 1678, at which Time they made a 
feparate Peace, iho’ that Prince had hazarded his own 
Country to fave theirs, 

But fuch was the Difpofision of the pious Queen 
towards all her Allies, that fhe determined io path on 
the War with new Vigor, or to make iuch a Peace as 
fhould be to their common Satifa@tion. With chs 
View her Minifters did, by her Order, fign a Treacy 
with Mr. Puys, on the 1S:h of December 1711, whereby 
her Majelly was engag’d to profecute the War Fointly 
with the States, to make Peace Jointly, to guaranty the 
Peace Fointly when made, and to invite the reft of the 
Confederates into fuch Guaranty ; but when the Sritib 
Minifters explain’d to the States, that by making War 
Jointly was micant, by a proporiionate Expence of each 
Nation, according to the Quotas femled by King J il- 
liam, and declar’d, (c) that the Ten Thoufand addi- 
tional Troops were given upon Condition, they fhoyld 
prohibic Commerce with France as England had done, 
the States refus’d to ratify the Treaty which Mr. Buys 
had fign’d on their Part, 

When the Imperial Miniflers were told the Queen 
expected their Mufter fhould bear his Proportion in the 
War ; Count Galas, in a very folemn Manner, deelar’d, 
by a Memorial in Form, ‘That if hee Majcfly had ex-
